“I told Schwab that it would de- 
pend entirely upon my partners,” 
said Carnegie. “I was ready to go. 
Already I had become. engaged in the 
arduous work of trying to dispose of 


|surplus wealth, and I was willing te 


retire. Mr. Schwab said the part- 
ners were willing, and he went back 
to see Morgan. When he returned, 
he said Morgan wanted a figure. We 
went over the estimate and consid- 
ered the former option of $320,000,- 
000. Schwab had figures to show 
that since that was given, about two 
and a half years before, the property 
had grown in value about $100,000,- 
000. He thought we ought to add 
that and I agreed with him. Mor- 
gan that figure.” 

“But you sold for more than that

MAKE THEIR OWN -PRICE. 


I have since been told 
that I could have had $100,000,000 
more if IT had asked it.

At an aqueduct camp two miles 
eer the old mission, a man answer- 
ng the description of one of the 
fugitives stopped to get something to 
eat, and continded on over the foot- 
hills.

This was the most satisfactory clew 
as to the probable direction taken by 
the bandits, and Deputy Sheriff Lari- 
mer of Los Angeles, who was in 
charge of the man hunt, directed the 
posse to follow the trail.

When the Sheriff's automobile was 
ordered to San Fernando a stop was 
made at Burbank to take on Deputy 
Sheriff Ogier. who had encountered 
the highwaymen in Burbank Tuesday 
night. We undertook to arrest them 
as they were about toe board No. 7, 
when the larger of the two, who wore 
a mustache, placed a revolver against 
the officer's body. The other desper- 
udo swung on the bumpers of a middle 
passenger coach. Still keeping the 
gun pointed at the deputy the other 
bandit backed to the train and 
grabbed the bumpers of the rear 
coach. In these positions the men 
were secure from Ogtier’s gun. The 
train was gaining in speed and the 
deputy was unable to reach a position 
opposite the bumpers before it had 
pulled away from the town. 

Ogier hurried to the telephone in 
the depot and notified the officers at 
San Fernando that two desperate men 
were aboard No. 7, due there in a 
short time. The officers took 
their position about three-quarters 
of a mile beyond the station, instruc- 
tions being left with the agent to 
have the train come to a standstill 
at the point where they were located. 
A fire was started and they sat down 
to await. 

When the train came to a_ stop 
Ybarra and Ridge climbed on, while 
Amescua remained on guard below.

A. W. ‘Banborn, deputy 
General of the State, stopped in Los 
Angeles yesterday on his way fro 
Sacramento to Washington, whithe 
he goes on a matter of deep concern 
to applicants for 450,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands in California. Through the 
agency of a bill passed at the spe- 
cial session of the Legisiature( and 
recently signed by the Governor, there 
is some prospect of an adjustment 
between the Federa] and State gov- 
ernments, whereby patents may be 
iasued to hundreds of persons who for 
years have been e¢lamoring for clear 
titles to lands purchased under the 
lieu-land act. 
These are instances, it appears 
where applicants have waited twenty- 
five years, and still wait, for complete 
title to their hoaldings. the Federal 
government failing to clear-list the 
land to the State of California be- 
cause of some jumble in the laws or 
regulations. 
Ever since he assumed office five 
years Surveyor-General Kings- 
bury has labored to adjust the situa- 
tion, urging upon the General Land 
Office at Washington the need for ac- 
tion, and securing the passage of 
needed bills at two regular sessions 
of the Legislature. 
These efforts failing of result, the 
Surveyor-General lent his aid in the 
passage of a bill which. seems to con- 
form to the views of Secretary Fisher 
of the Interior Department, and it Is 
in furtherance of a speedy adjust- 
ment that Deputy Sanborn is on his 
way to Washington to confer with 
the government officials.

Be- 
side him in the front seat was Ross 
and behind was Poore. When with- 
in 1560 yards of the bridge on the 
southerly limits of Fullerton, the car 
suddenly swerved to one side and al- 
most ran off the road, McFadden ap- 
parentiy unable to direct it aright. His 
companions cried to him that soeme- 
thing was wrong but it was too late. 
The car rushed off the bridge at a 
speed which its occupants estimate at

Temple with B. H. Connors, the de- 
fendant, as ringleader. Parks said he 
got acquainted with Connors in the 
summer of 1910. when he (Parke) 
was in charge of the strike roll of 
the idle metal workers. He said Con- 
nors was a member of the Structural 
Ironworkers Committee. ) 

The court interrupted the testimony 
to tnquire ff the te proposed to 
show the Strikers’ Committee author- 
ized the alleged offense. 

Horton replied: “We hope to show 
this. We also want to show the 
methods used by the strikers in for- 
warding their plans.” 

The examination was allowed to 
proceed upon the understanding that 
the testimony might be ordered 
stricken out later on if not properly 
connected. 

Parks went on to tell of seeing Con- 
nors at Labor Temple on September 
8. 1910. “He came up to my desk.” 
said the witness, “and told me quietly 
that he was going home to rest as he 
was going to try to blow up the Hall 
of Records that night.” 

TELIS OF PLOT. 

The witness said he saw Connors in 
April, 1911, at the Labor Temple and 
asked him about the failure to wreck 
the Hall of Records. 

“He told me the police didn’t have 
anything ‘against’ him. I asked him 
how he got along that night. He said 
he was afraid the dvnamite would ex- 
plode when he had a struggle with 
the officer. 1 saw Connors again at 
his home, Sixth and Ceres avenue.
